West Receives _ 
Large Amounts 
From Insurance 


By The Canadian Press 

One of the steadiest flows of money 
coming into Canadian pocketbooks is 
that from life insurance. 

It is, too, largely “bread and but- 
ter’ money — spent for necessities, 
and so goes into the most basic 
things of a country’s life: Food, 
clothing, housing, education. ‘ 

While a large portion of it goes 
to support dependents after the 
death of a policy-holder, more than 
half goes to the living policy-holder 
often to support his or her income in 
later years, 

In the first nine months of this 
year, for instance, Canadian families 
were paid more than $154,937,000 by 
the 50-odd Canadian, British and 
United States life insurance compan- 
ies operating here. 


Of this, about $59,500,000 was in 
@oath nayments, and somo $05,430,- 
000 in payments to living policy hold- 
ers, ; 

In Saskatchewan $1,417,175 was 
paid out in death claims on 629 ordi- 
nary policies; $33,100 on 125 indus- 
trial policies; and $104,388-on 75 
group certificates. Total death claim 
payments in Saskatchewan were $1,- 
554,613 on 829 policies. The average 
death claim in Saskatchewan was ap- 
proximately $1,875 compared with 
the national average of about $1,200. 

The figures from the Canadian Life 
Insurance Officer's association, give 
the death payments by provinces, in 
the nine months, as follows (number 
of policies on which death payments 
made, in brackets): 

Prince Edward Island $275,509 
(124); Nova Scotia $1,828,050 (1,727); 
New Brunswick $1,126,708 (1,137); 
Quebec $17,283,925 (17,536); Ontario 
$27,455,065 (22,072); Manitoba $3,- 
061,263 (1,955); Saskatchewan $1,- 
554,613 (829); Alberta $2,589,195 
(1,881); British Columbia $4,332,467 
(2,936). 

Newfoundland figures are not yet 
included, and the breakdown by prov- 
inces of the amounts paid to living 
policy-holders is not given.

— The Manitoba 
sugar factory in suburban Fort 
Garry has wound up its 1949 
work-schedule; completing. the 
manufacture of the largest sugar 
beet harvest in the history of 
the province. It turned 248,000,- 
000 pounds of sugar beets into 
approximately 35,000,000 pounds 
of sugar, 17,000,000 pounds of 
dried beet pulp and 8,000,000 
pounds of molasses, Company of- 
ficials say the sugar alone, when 
turned over to retail stores, will 
bring about $3,500,000,

Alberta Company 
Formed To Build 
Gas Pipeline Grid 


EDMONTON. — A $10,000,000 all- 
Canadian controlled and managed 
company known as the “Alberta In- 
ter-Field Gas Lines limited” has been 
formed in Edmonton, it was an- 
nounced, 

The company said its plans, which 
call for creation of one province-wide 
gathering system integrated with ex- 
isting natural gas pipelines, ‘will 
avoid wasteful and unnecessary dup-

Boys Hired To Drive Used Cars 


West, Then Told To 


Find Way Back 


(By Mary Fraser in The ~Globe 

and Mail, Toronto) 

“Go West, Used Car” is the slogan 
on Toronto’s used car lots now as 
prices go lower. 

Dealers are running cars out west 
in convoys, giving young Toronto 
drivers a long fast ride, and raking 
in the shekels on high-priced sales. 

The system used is to hire six or 
seven boys, pay their expenses on 
the way out, sometimes give them a 
daily wage (up to $3) or a bonus at 
the trip’s end ($25 to $40), and leave 
them to find their own way home. 

‘They disconnect the speedometer in 
the used car before it leaves Toronto, 
then connect it at the other end. So 
a car which has travelled 2,400 miles 
may have only 400 miles on the 
gauge. 

Two boys from Port Credit, Har- 
vey Thomas, 17, and Kenneth Flow- 
ers, 18, are home again after one of 
the used car trips, It cost their par- 
ents $120 to get them back from Cal- 
gary. Here is their story: 

They applied to National Employ- 
ment Service for a job, Employment 
officers sent them to a used car deal- 
er, ‘He told us we would have our 
expenses paid on the way out, we'd 
get $10 each in Calgary, and we'd 
have to find our own way back,” said 
Ken, 

They left next morning, nine cars 
in the convoy—two '’49 Oldsmobiles, 
two ’49 Chevrolets, two '49 Dodges, 
a '49 Mercury, '49 Pontiac and a *48 
Chevrolet. Two cars were driven by 
the dealer and his partner. The 
other drivers were boys like Ken and 
Harvey, 

They drove for 17 to 18 hours a 
day at speeds up to 90 miles an hour, 
with the dealer leading the convoy, 
The boys had to keep up or get fired. 

One night the lead car stopped 
suddenly on a wet road, Fred Price 
of Oakville couldn't stop in time, He 
ran his Oldsmobile into Harvey's 
Dodge, damaging the~grille and fend- 
er of his car and the Dodge’s hump- 
er, 

Fred was switched to the '48 Chev- 
rolet. In Montana he blew a piston. 
At the garage the dealer switched 


the mileage gauge back 10,000 miles. 

“It didn’t do much good,” said 
Harvey, “because Price rolled his car 
over later on, The tires weren't 
much good. We were going around 
an §S-bend and his back tire blew, 
going about 80. The car was a com- 
plete wreck, but Price just got bruis- 
ed.” 

On Friday about 10:30 p.m, the 
convoy rolled into Calgary, the fourth 
day of the trip. 

Ken said: ‘My Olds was brought 
up from Halifax. When we got to 
Calgary the mileage read 409.” 

Harvey said: ‘My Dodge registered 
134 miles in Toronto, and 137 in Cal- 
gary.” 

. Eight of the cars were sold, the 
boys said, Even the wreck brought 
$900, after it was towed in, 

“The ’'49 Oldsmobile Rocket 88, 
which would bring in $2,800 in Tor- 
onto, sold out there fore $4,000,” said 
Ken, “And a '49 Chev stripped of 
all accessories sold for $2,700. Apart 
from the mileage, the Pontiac was 
burning oil, one car had a burned- 
out clutch, and the Dodge and the 
Olds were damaged after their 
smash,” 

Used car dealers in Toronto who 
have roaded cars out West say there 
is no profit in it any more—"you 
can’t get any more for a car out 
there than you can here now.”

Sees Atomic 
Fuel Available 
In Ten Years 


MONTREAL.—Dr. David Keys, 
vice-president of the National 
Research Council in charge of 
the atomic energy project at 
Chalk River, Ont., said it is 
highly possible that useful pow- 
er from nuclear energy will be 
available in “five to 10 years’. 
The use of nuclear energy as fuel, 
however, would not be as economical 
as either oil or coal, 

Speaking at the faculty club of 
McGill university, Dr. Keys said an 
improvement in the present produc- 
tion methods of atomic energy is re- 
quired, 

When the process has been pere 
fected, he said, it will be possible to 
operate ships on a few pounds of 
uranium fission products a year. 

Dr. Keys foresaw the use of uran- 
ium 235 as fuel for submarines and 
aeroplanes and of atomic energy as 
the source of light, heat and power 
services, 

“By the time our great grandchil- 
dren. are adults,” he said, “it may be 
possible that coal will be gone.” 


New Feed Grain 


Supplies Below 1948 


OTTAWA.—New supplies of feed 
grains this year are substantially 
lower than last year, the bureau of 
statistics reported. 

But the carry-over from the last 
crop year is big enough to prevent 
any “serious feed deficits’, The lows 
er supplies were the result of small- 
er crops of oats, barley and mixed 
grains in the prairie provinces. 
The bureau estimated supplies at 
.58 tons per “grain-consuming ani- 
mal unit,” about 16 per cent. lower 
than at the same time last year.
